wine contained 2.011 grains of hydrocy- 
anic acid to the fluid ounce, and 22.4364 
grains of strychnine, or enough of

death had any of the champagne been 
even touched by the tongue. 


A young nnd handsome women figures 


consupicuously in the cose. According to 
credited information this young woman 
took the poison package to the Chicago 
express office and forwarded it in per- 
son.

A $75,000 light house will be erected 


on Racine reef oil' this port, to take the 
place of the J'intsch light now located 
on that dangerous and rocky ledge. This 
information was imparted to a represen- 
tative of the Journal "by United Slates 
Senator .1. V. Quarles. In 
many 
re- 


spects the Pintsch light has not been a 
success. During the winter months the 
light has often gone out and the stor- 
age capacity for gas used to opcrut.c the 
same not siiflicient to carry it through 
for the .several months intended. Then 
again in foggy or thick weather it is no 
protection at all to the hundreds of sail 
and steam vessels passing up and down 
the lake. On this 
account 
a modern 


light hoi^se was considered the proper 
thing. 


Senator Quarles said that it was the 


intention to build two light houses, one 
ou the Milwaukee breakwater and the 
other on the.Kacine reef. The commit- 
tee hiving the matter in charge, how- 
ever, conld not ?ee itself clear to recom- 
mend appropriations for the two- struc- 
tures. 


?cnawr Quarles was asked to make a 


choice for one light house, either at. Mil- 
waukee or Kaeine. lie consulted Sena- 
tor Ppooncr who advised him that what- 
ever he did in the matter would be all 
right, -ifter making .an investigation 
Senator Quarles decided t.hnt the..Racine 
reef was the most dangerous point and 
so informed the committee und the $75,- 
000 was appropriated j'or the new light 
house. 


Plans and *p:-eifie.Uinns are now under 


way nnd it is believed that work on the 
building will commence 
this year. It 


will be built of stone, cement, brick and 
iron and have a siren whistle which will 
be sounded 
during foggy weather. A 


keeper will remain in the building sum- 
mer and winter. 


Whether the whole l,'inUi:h light, with 


the foundation is 10 hi; ivmovcd is not 
stated, but possibly the immense founda- 
tion will be used in i,-ounection \vitii ihc 
new house.

ocean. The trappers of the Hudson Bay 
Co. had then penetrated to the Colum- 
bia river, and Lewis nnd Clark found 
many articles of white men's manufac- 
:ure among the Indians. 
Our title to 


:he Pacific coast rests on two important 
events, viz: the first wns Capt. Gray's 
visit to the Columbia river in his good 
ship •''Columbia," in ITflS, although he 
did not take formal possession of the 
country; the second was the expedition 
sent out by President Jefferson in 180,">, 
which went up the Missouri, crossed the 
Kocky Mountains lo the head waters of 
the Columbia and followed 
that "!l"1' 


down to the Pacific ocean, where 
spent the following winter. While 
they built a stone cairn in which they 
hung up their iron kettles and evapor- 
ated sea water until they bad accumu- 
lated a sufficient supply of salt to lost 
them on their journey home. The cairn 
is now in the custody of the. Oregon His- 
torical society and will be one of tne 
objects of interest to the visitors nt liie 
Centennial in 1005.

success. During the winter months the 
light has often gone out and the stor- 
age capacity for gas used to operate the 
same not sufficient to carry it through, 
for the several months intended. Then 
again in foggy or thick weather it is no 
protection tit all to the hundreds of sail 
and steam vessels passing up and down 
the lake. On this 
account 
a modern 


light hou,5e was considered the proper 
thing. 


Senator Qnarles said that it was the 


intention to build two light houses, one 
on the Milwaukee breakwater and the 
other on the. Racine reef. The commit- 
tee having the matter in charge, how- 
ever, could not see itself clear to recom- 
mend appropriations for. the two- struc- 
tures. 


Senator Quarles was asked to make a 


choice for one light house, either at Mil- 
waukee or Racine. He consulted Sena- 
tor Spooner who advised, him that what- 
ever he did in the matter would be all 
right. .After making ..an investigation 
Senator Qnarles decided that the.Racine, 
reef was the most dangerous point and 
so informed the committee and the 575,- 
000 was appropriated for the new light 
house. 


Plans and specifications are now under 


way and it is believed that work on the 
building will commence 
this year. It 


will be built of stone, cement, brick and 
iron and have a siren whistle which will 
be sounded during foggy weather. A 
keeper will remain in the building sum- 
mer and winter. 


Whether the whole Pintsch light, with 


the foundation is to be removed is not 
stated, but possibly the immense founda- 
tion will be used in connection with fihe 
new house.

Addition to M. M. Secoi- Plant 


to be Erected on Site of the 


Old A. P. Button Home- 


stead, 55 Years Old. 


The A. P. Button homestead on Lake 


avenue which without a doubt is the old- 
est landmark in Kacine, is being razed 
to the ground in order to make space for 
a warehouse addition to the present 
building of the M. M. Secor Trunk com- 
pany 
serving for 
that • purpose. - The 


crew of men was set to work this, morn- 
ing, part of whom are engaged.in tear- 
ing down the house, while the others are 
breaking the ground for the basement 
and foundation. 


The addition will adjoin the present 


warehouse on the north and will have 
a storage capacity fully twice as large 
as that of the old one. It will be three 
stories 
in height, of solid ..brick 
con- 


struction and 112 feet in length und S5 
feet in width. The dimensions of the 
old store house are about 20 by 60 and 
three "st'oriefffihigh, 
The basement will 


be for the storage of raw material and 
the remainder of the building for the 
finished product. 


The work of excavating and- the lay- 


ing of the foundation is expected to be 
finished in three-or four months, while 
the whole building is to tie ready for 
occupancy some time in November. The 
contract for the superstructure has not 
yet been let .but will be some time be- 
fore the foundation, is ready for its re- 
ception. 


The .Button dwelling 'was one, of the 


first buildings erected in Racine. Mr. 
Button, now deceased, came here in 1841, 
and seven years afterwards put up the 
building on the present site. In it he 
had made his home up to the time of 
his death, after which it was sold to the 
M. M. Secor company, and since that 
time it has been vacant.

laobratory of Mr. Hutchison and were 
witnessed by many persons. 


The invention consists, primarily, of 


a transmitter, aii ear piece and a. small 
•electric battery.. By means of these in- 
struments sound is projected into the 
e»x in a manner to stiniuJ»t« the audi- 
tory iierve.: The volume of sound has 
nothing' to do with the' action of these 
instalments,. 'The penetrating quality 
of thc electric sound .wave apparently 
disregards the mechanism of the, outer 
ear and affects' t'he innerjear direct. 
:

the effects, of the 'invention was Orris 
.Benson, 'who is .blind,, d'eat nnd dumb. A 
physician.'tried .to. make him hear hi 
various ways, but' all his efforts. were 
vain.

Anthracite Ordered by David S. 


Eose Brought to Milwaukee. 


At last the first installment of May- 


or Eosc's Welsh coal has arrived in Mil- 
waukee, Pere Marquett carferry No. 15 
bringing in thirty tons yesterday at Mil- 
waukee. It had been claimed that the 
coal would not get here before-tlie mid- 
dle of July. It is now only March 13. 


"What the mayor is going to "do with

beets, stated that present prospects,.were 
of a nature that left little doubt as the 
successful materilization of the project. 
The farmers have begun to learn, the 
profits the}' could derive from such an 
enterprise and are showing it a very en- 
couraging spirit, 


Mr. Toiler's field of labor is in the 


towns of Caledonia and Mt. Pleasant, 
throughout different parts of which sec- 
tion of the county he holds meetings 
eacli Sunday.

aged 10, daughter. 


The petition for probate gives no def- 


inate idea'of the correct valuation of 
Burdick's estate. The petitioner's estir 
mate ;the value of his real property at 
$400, manifestly too low, and his person- 
al property at $1,000 and upwards. Bur- 
dick, it is said.,'made his will without 
the' aid of a- lawyer, 'dictating it to his 
stenographer in his own office.

mary election bill, and it may be the 
bill which passed the assembly. It will 
not be the Mer'ton bill recommended by 
the senrtte committee, _pn. privileges and 
elections, by a majority, of one. One 
thing the stalwarts say they will not 
stand for is a Democratic primary bill. 
But the stalwarts realize that if the ad- 
ministration men "stand pat," they, the 
stalwarts, are "up against it" on the fi- 
nal proposition.

Supervisors 


Think Institution is Needed- 
To Petition Board of Control. 


Members of the Kenosha county board 


of supervisors' are agitating the advisa- 
bility of building a hospital for the in- 
sane in their county and in all likelihood 
will request the s'tate board of control 
for the necessary permission to bring the 
matter before the county board. 
The 


records of the county show that at tho 
present time there are fifty insane people 
from Kenosba county being cared for in 
'the different asylums 
throughout the 


state and tliat for each patient the coun- 
ty is paying 550 per week. 
Sixteen of 


these fifty are confined in the Kacine 
county asylum. 
Tho number of insane 


is increasing rather than diminishing and 
it is thought absolutely necessary tha't 
Kpnosha county take some steps for 
their future care nearer home.

Fourteen Universities Publish a News- 


paper Every Week Day. 


There are fourteen colleges in the 


United States, which publish a news- 
paper every week day. College jour- 
nalism is peculiar to America,1 as in no 
other country in the world is such 
work undertaken. Three of these pa- 
pers have become ' dailies' this'fall: 
The Columbia Spectator, the Daily Ma- 
roon of the University o£ Chicago, and 
the Indiana University Daily. 
The 


Harvard" Eciio,''which was started in 
1879,'was'the first college newspaper 
to be published 'daily. ; Later it.was 
merged with the Weekly Crimson un- 
der the latt'er's name. About the same 
time, at New Haven, the Yale Daily 
News was started. In 1880 the Cornell 
Daily Sun appeared, and some tirns 
later the Princetonian, organized in 
1876, became a daily.
